The crew 
and passengers were bathed and their effects disinfected at the Mari- 
veles quarantine station. The vessel was partially disinfected.

The Venezuelan minister for foreign affairs, in an official communi- 
cation dated November 7, declared the Republic of Venezuela free 
from bubonic plague. Clean bills of health are now issued to all 
vessels destined for American ports.
